were converted,and afterwards returned 
him thanks, This Craymer was after- 
wards by King Her.

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ſcience about the divorce of his Queen, 


Catherine his firſt Wife, the Widow of 
his late deceaſed Brother : He was of a 


mild Nature, ſoon reconciled to his E- 


nemies, and ſo ready to do them good 
that it grew Proverbial, Do my Lord of 
Canterbury 4 diſpleaſure, and then you 
may be ſure to have him your Friend 
whil# he lives.

for whiclf he being againtaken, could 
not by all the ſolicitations of his wm 
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and Children be drawn from it, but 
told them that his Lord had comman- 
ded him not to deny him for taking care 
of his Family, wherefore he deſired 
them to depart : And being afterwards 


commanded by Pope Frlizs the Third. - 


to be executed, he returned thanks to 


the Meſſengers of the News, and much- 


rejoiced at it: And being asked what 
would become of his Wife and Chil 
dren, 1f he ſo left them : he ſaid he had 
left them to a good Overſeer, Chriſt the 
Lord, a faithful Keeper of all committed 


to him. Onae ſeeing him ſo merry be- 


fore hrs death, asked the Reaſon, ſince 
Chriſt wepr and ſweat drops of blood 
before his Paſſion? To whom he an- 
[wered, Chriſt ſul!a;ned in his body all 
the ſorrows and confliits of Hell and death, 
dne tous, by whoſe death we are deliver- 
ed from ſorrow and fear of them all, And 
at the Stake, after his Prayers to God, 
he meekly gave his neck to the Cord, 
with which he was ſtrangled, and was 
afterwards burned.

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Children ſhewn him, and his Wife de- 
firing him to favour himſelf, he deſi- 
red her to be content, and not. to be 8 
block in his way, for he was in a good

Galeaſius Trecins, an Italian, burned 
at Aus Pompeta 10 1taly 1551, for profel- 
ling the Goſpel. He having profeſſed 
It a while, and then by the perſwaſion 
of Friends denying it, felt great ſorrow, 
and, as he declared, never greater in all 
his life , but recovering by the grace of 
God, he longed tor a time to evidence 
his return by confeſſion of his Faith a- 
gain, afhrming he never felr more joy 
of heart than when by Papiſts examin- 
cd, nor more ſorrow than when he re- 
canted, declaring that death was much 
more {weet to him, with the teſtimony 
of the truth, than life with the leaſt de- 
nyal of the truth and loſs of a good con- 
icience: And being impriſoned, he could 
not be prevailed with to recant, but 
conkrmed his firſt Faith, and burned. 
Fol.2.9,167,168, Franciſcus 
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Franciſcus Gamba, an Italian, burn'd 
at Comun 1554. being accuſed for an 
Heretick , and 1mportuned to recant ; 
he defended his Doctrine by manifeſt 
Scriptures, and proved his Opinions to 
be the true Doctrine of Chriſt, and ra- 
ther than he would deny them he was 
ready to ſtand to the effuſion of his 
blood : And being long and often aſſail- 
ed by his Friends to recant, he could 
not be expugned, but gave thanks to 
God, that he was made worthy to ſuffer 
the rebukes of the world, and civil 
death for the teſtimony of his Son, and 
{o went chearfully to death : And when 
at his death the Fryars held a Croſs be- 
fore him, he ſaid that his mind was ſo 
repleniſhed with joy and comfort in 
Chriſt, that he needed not them, nor 
\ theirCrols : And declaring many com- 
fortable things to the people, he was 
ſtrangled and burned. 70.2. p.180. 

Garret, 4 great promoter of Chriſtia- 
nity in Oxford, was at laſt Fuly 30. 1841. 
by Gardner Biſhop of Wincheſter to be 
burnt, who profefling his Faith, and de:

for his ſins, and'of all perſons whom 
he had offended: He reſigned up his 
Soul to God, whom he believed would 
through Chriſt ſave him, and pardon 
his fins, and deſired the perſons preſent | 
to pray for him ; and dyed Chriſtianly 
with Barss and Hierom., Vol, 2. p.528. 
william Gardiner, born at Briſtow, and 
there dealing in Merchandile under one 
Mr. Paget a Merchant, at 26 years of 
age ſailed to Spain, but by chance the 
Ship arrived at LZisborne the chiet City |. 
of Portugal, where he ſtayed and mer- 
chandiſed, and learning their tongue,he 
acted tor many Empliſh Merchants, and 
had much knowledge 1n Scripture and 
the Reformed Religion : And being 
there, and happening. to be at the ſo- 
Izmnizing of a marriage between the 
King of Portuoal s Son, and the King of 
Spain's Daughter, and beholding great 
 Pompand greater Idolatry acted by the 
Kings, and all the Aſſembly's adoring 
the Maſs, praying, kneeling and wor- 
ſhipping the external Sacrament, he was 
much 
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much troubled, and could he have got I 


near the Altar would have interrupted 
them ; but being hindred by the throng 
of the people, he was very ſforrowful 
. for his neglect of that opportunity to 
declare againſt their Idolatry, which 
negle& he much lamented, and contri- 
ved how to redeem it ; to effe&t which 
he caſt up all his accounts, and bad a- 
dieu to worldly concerns, and giving 
himſelf to reading, meditating, faſting, 
weeping, and praying: He being clean- 
| ly dreſt the next Suxday, when the like 
Solemnity was to be done, he gat to 
the Altar betimes, and there ſtood with 
a Teſtament in his hand till the Cardi- 
nal came to ſolemn1ze it, and till he con- 
lecrated, ſacrificed,and lifted up on high 
the Hoſt, ſhewing his God to the peo- 
ple, who with the Kings and Nobles 
gave great reverence to it ; and at laſt, 
when the Cardinal came to begin to tols 
It to and fro round the Chalice, making 
ſeveral Circles, this Gardzey ſtept in, 
and with one hand took the Cake and 
trod 1t under foot, and with the other 
F 4 hand 
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hand overthrew the Chalice, in the pre- 
ſence of the Kings, and the Nobles and 
Citizens, which abaſked them all ; and 
one cut him with a Sword, but the King 
commanded he ſhould be ſaved ; and 
being examined, he confeſſed himſelf to 
be an Engliſh-man and a Proteſtant, and 
decryed much againſt their Idolatry ; 
tor which after ſeveral torments to cauſe 
him to confeſs others, he taking all the 
blame on himſelf, they put a hard roul 
of Linen with a ſtring into his throat, 
and ſo often pulled that up, and then 
cut of his right hand, which he took 1n 
his left and kiſt, then in the Market- 
place they cut off his left hand, and he 
kneeling down kiſſed it, then was he 
carried to Execution, and being hung 
on high a fire was made under him, and 
he by degrees let down into it, ſo that 
only his legs at firſt felt the fire, yet 
would he not recant ; and being bid to 
pray to Saints, he ſaid, That when Chriſt 
leaves off to be our Mediator and Advo- 
cate, then he would pray to our Lady 
and the Saints, And then he prayed, 
O Eter- 
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O Eternal God, Father of all mercies; I 
beſeech thee look down upon thy Servant. 
And the more terribly he burnt, the 
more vehemently he prayed, - which 
his Enemies deſiring to hinder, he ſaid 
the 43. Pſalm , before the cloſe of 
which, the Rope was burnt aſunder, 
and he fell down into the Fire, and was 
burned to death, 1552. whoſe death 
was not unpuniſhed, for among the 
King of Portugal's Ships ready to fail, 
being in a Haven hard by, one was 
burnt by a Spark of Fire blown from 
the Martyrs Fire, and within half a 
Year the Kings Son dyed; and the 
King himſelf within a Year. 7o!. 2, 
Pe 745 746, 747) 748: 

Robert Glover was apprehended to 
be burnt at Covextry, being very ick- 
ly in Priſon, ſaid, he found daily amend- 
ment of body, and increaſe of peace in 
Conſcience ; many conlolations from 
God, and ſometimes, as it were, a taſte 
and a glimmering of the life to come: 
But he was much aſſaulted by Satan, 
from his unworthineſs, ro do or ſuffer 

for 
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for Chriſt, Which Objection he an- 
{wered from Gods mercies, and the 


unworthineſs of like Servants in all A- 


ges, who have been accepted, Yet, 
three days before he was burnt, he had 
a {ad dulneſs of Spirit, and was deſolate 
of all ſpiritual comfort , againſt which 
he prayed much, and earneſtly , but 
yet finding no eaſe, nor comfort, he 
told it to his Friend, one Auſ/ix, who 
adviſed him to wait God's time for the 
manifeſtation of himſelf, and to conti- 
nue ſtedfaft in the Faith and willing to 
ſuffer, knowing his Caule to be right, 
not doubting but God 1n his due time 
would repleniſh his heart with ſpiritual 
joy ; requeſting him to ſhew 1t by ſome 
token, if he felt any ſuch thing: And 
as he went to burning, as ſoon as he 
came in Gght of the Stake; he cryed 
out, being ſuddenly full of comfort, 
clapping Fis hands together, Auſtin, 
He is come, he is come , with lo great joy 
and alacrity, as if he had been one riſen 
from ſome deadly danger, to liberty of 
life ; and ſo dyed chearfully in Sep-

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rember, 1555. Vol, 3. þ. 427, 428, 

Bartlet Green, a Londoner, brought 
up at Oxford, converted from 'Popery 
by Peter Martyr, Reader of Divinity in 
Oxford, and afterwards he was Student 
in the Temple, and at twenty five 
years of age, January 28. 1556, he was 
burnt, with fix others, for the Goſpel of 
Chriſt. He often repeated, as he went 
to the Stake, and at the Stake, this 
Diſtich.

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OHN Huſſe, a Bohemian, was burn- 

ed 1415. about Fly, by the Coun- 
cil of Conſtance , where he often deſi- 
red to be heard, to clear himſelf of the 
errours they impeached him of, and 
could not. Then he requeſting their 
proving by Scripture any errour he 
held, they would not , but, becauſe he 
held wickl;f's Doctrine they degraded 
him, and left him to the Secular Power, 
to Sigiſmund King of the Romans ; by 
whom he was condemned, and burned,

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and all this cruelty againſt a ſafe Cone 
du, ſealed by the Emperour, and pro- 
miſed by the Council. When he was 
to be burned he prayed often, and eſpe- 
cially for his Enemies ; and after the 
kindling of the Fire he ſang aloud, Fe- 
ſus Chriſt, the Son of the living God, 
have merey upon me. Vol. 1.þ. 821, $22, 

Richard Hunn burned 1n Smithfield, 
December 20, 1514. fixteen days after 
he was privately Murdered by the Pa- 
piſts, Yol. 2.p. 19. | 

Mr. Hierom: was condemned in King 
Henry the 8th's time, 1541. by Bt 
ſhop Gardzer, Biſhop of wincheſter , 
and at the Stake he confeſſed his Faith, 
and exhorted all Perſons to Duties to 
God and Man, conſidering what Price 
Chrilt paid for us , and exciting them 
to bear their Croſs with Chriſt, conſi- 


dering his Example of Patience under 


ſufferings ; and at laſt prayed them to 


pray for him, that he, Barzs, and Gar- 
ret, Who were all three together burar, 
might have their Souls, leaving theſe 
wretched Bodies, conſtantly depart in

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the true Faith of Chriſt, and fo, com- 
mitting his Soul to Chriſt, he dyed, 
Theſe three, which at this Fire were 
burnt together, took each other by the 
hand, and kiſſing each other, quietly, 


and peaceably, offered . themſelves to | 


the tormentors hands ; and took their 
deaths Chriſtianly, and patiently.

Mr. Fohz Hooper, Student in Oxford, 
flying, in King Hexry the 8/'s time, be- 
yond. Sea, becauſe of Perſecution for 
the fix Arcicles; was at Zurick ac- 
quainted with Mr. Bullzzger, and Marri- 
ed a Burgoniay Woman: But, in King 
Edward the 6th's days, he returned, and 
did promile his Friends they ſhould hear 
from him : Thouzh, ſaith he, the laſt 
News of me Iſhall not be able to write ; 
for there, ſaith he, where 1 ſhall take moſt 
pains, there ſhall you hear of me to be 
burnt to Aſhes : Which Propheſie came 
to effect : He preached at LZoxdop often 
twice a day, but alwayes once a day : 
He was, 1n his Sermons, earneſt ; 1n his 
Tongue, eloquent ; mn aan: 

ect ; 
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fe&t, in pains, indefatigable : he-was 
{pare of dyet, ſpareſt. of words, and 
ſpareſt of time. He was, by-King Ea- 
ward the 6th, made Biſhop of Gloceſter 
and worceſter., in both which Dioceſles 
he preached at, and viſited them: and, 
at worceFter, his manner was every day 
to have a certain number of poor Beg- 
gars of the Town Dine in his Pallace 
with whole and wholſome Meat, four 
at a Meſs; whom he examined, or cau- 
led ro be examined, in the Lords Prayer, 
Creed, and Ten Commandments, be- 
fore himſelf fate down tov Dinner, He 
was with one Fohn Ropers the two firſt 
that were condemned 1n Queen Mary's 
days: To which Rogers Biſhop Hooper 
faid, Brother Rogers, Muſt we two be- 
gin firſt to fry theſe Fagyots? feay wot 
tut God will give us ſtrength, He ſut- 
tered amongſt his People, at Gloceſter , 
where Sir Anthony Kingſ!on, his old 
Friend, did deſire him to accept of life, 
and not dye ; ſaying, life is [weet, and 
death bitter: [To whom Biſhop Hooper

it, till x Sumner came in and threatned 
him for it, telling him he was an Here- 
tick and deſerved death; and called one 
Thomas wood Vicar of Southwel (be- 
| G 2 - af. 
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ing then in the Town) to him, who 
ſaid to Hunter, He ought not to read, 
and that he was an Heretick, and 
threatned him much, To whom Huzx- 
ter ſaid, 1 would you and I were now fa ſt 
zyed to a Staie, to prove whether you, or 7, 
would ſtand Frongeſt to our Faith , Idare 
ſet my Foot to yours, even to death, Yet 
being thus threatned, whilſt the Vicar 
went to inform, he fled into the Coun- 
try ; but his Father was ſent for, and 
forced to go and ſeek him, and to 
bring him into his Enemies hands : 
who, much againſt his natural affection 
and will, rode two or three days into 
the Country to ſeek him. And his Son, 
meeting him, did conjecture the cauſe 
of his Fathers Journey ; and ſaid, he 
would return with him and {ave him 
harmleſs, whatever came of it : and as 
{oon as he came home he was laid in 
the Stocks, and had before one Juſtice 
Brown, who ſoon {ent him to Bithop 
Boxner,who a while flattered the young 
Man , but at laſt, ſeeing he would not 
recant, threatned to make him ſure e-

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nough: To whom william ſaid, You 
can do no more than God will permit you, 
1 will never recant while 1 live, God wil- 
ling: Then was he impriloned tor three

was ſo happy to bear ſuch a Child that 
could find in his heart to loſe his life 
for Chriſt's fake: To whom m:iliam 
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Hunter ſaid, For my little pain which I 
ſhall ſuffer, which i but ſhort, Chriſt hath 
romiſed me a Crown of joy; may you z0t 
be glad of that Mother ? Who anſwer- 
ed, yea,[ think thee as well beſtowed as 
any Child I ever did bear, and prayed 
to God to ſtrengthen him to the end. 
He was burnt March 26. 1555. As he 
went to the Stake he met his Father, 
who ſaid to him, God be with thee my 
Son william: and he anfwered, God be

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charge, howbeit 1 forgive you, And ſoon 
after he prayed, $97 of God, [hine on me ; 
and immediately the Sun in the Ele- 
ment ſhone out of a dark Cloud fo full 
in his Face, that he was forced to turn 
away his head ; whereat the people 
muſed, becauſe it was ſo dark a day a 
little time before, Then william Hun- 
ter took and embraced a Faggot in his 
Arms, and when the Fire was kindled, 
he lift up his hands to Heaven,and faid, 
Lord, Lord, Lord, receive my ſpirit, and 
lo:dyed, Yol. 3.p. 191, to 194. | 

Thomas Hawks, an Eſſex Gentleman, 
being threatned by Biſhop Bozrer if he 
would not recant, ſaid always, Ye ſhall 
do n0 more than God will give you leave x 
and at laſt at his condemnation being 

- urged to recant, he ſaid, No, had 1 ar 
hundred bodies I would ſuffer them all to 
be torn in pieces, rather than recant. As 
he went to Execution, Fare 10.1555. 
being deſired by his Friends that he 
would ſhew them ſome'figa in the 
flames, if he could, whereby they might 
know more certainly, whether the pain w# 
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of the burning was ſo great that a man 
might not therein keep his mind quiet z 
which he promiſed to do, and that if 
the pain was tolerable he would lift up 
his hands towards Heaven before he 
gave up the Ghoſt : And being at Stake, 
he mildly and patiently addreſſed him- 
ſelt to the fire, and after he had been in 
the fire, his fingers burnt and gone, and 
Skin ſo drawn together, that all men 

thought he had been dead, he ſuddenly 
reached up his hands burning of a light 
fire over his head, to the living God, and 

with great rejoicing as ſeemed {truck or 

clapped them three times together, and 

then ſinking down into the fire he gave 

up his ſpirit, He wroteto his Wife and 

Children to fear and ſerve God, and to 

continue fervent in Prayer, for then 

God would provide for them better than 

he was able to do ever, yea, ſaith he, 
God will cauſe all men that fear him to 

pity you, to help you, to ſuccour you in all 
your neceſſities , ſo that if any would do 
you wrong, he will be avenged on him.

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Fohn Hullier, Fellow of Kings Col- 
ledge in Cambridge, was burnt for the 
Golpel ; who being degraded faid chear- 
fully, Thi is the joyfulieſt day that ever I 
ſaw, and 1 thank you all that ye have de- 
ltvered me from all this paltry, He was

Roger Holland, Son to a Lancaſhire 
Gentleman, and Apprentice to a Mer- 
chant-Taylorin London, a zealous Man 
to whom this Roger was a great trouble, 
being a debauched Lad, and a great Pa- 
piſt, yer dig he truſt him with his At- 
counts ; but 1t hapned one night that

1.49.45. As he was a crucitying, he, 
ſeeing his Wife going to her Martyrdom, 
was greatly joyous and glad thereof, 
and{pake to her with a loud voice, call- 
ed her by her Name,and bidding ; her re- 
member the Zord Feſws, Pol. 1. p.45. 
Polycarpis, three dayes before he was 
apprehended ſaw in a Viſion his Bed on 
fre, and conſumed ; and when he awa- 
ked he told them with him, how that 
he ſhould die 1n the hre for Chri/ft: And 
when he was purſued, having removed 
once or twice, and might {ll have fled, 
he would not, but ſaid 5 The will of God 
be done ; and came down to his Pur- 
ſuersas ſoon as he heard they werecome, 
and ſpake to them with a chearful voice 
and a pleaſant countenance, and cauled 
the Table to be [pread, and they to dine 
with ym ; and bezg'd of them an hours 
time for praver: which he made ſo, as 
the 
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the hearers thereof were aſtoniſhed and 
ſorry they had purſued him: And going 
to the place of Execution, 1n an uproar 
of the People, when he could not be 
heard; there came a voice to him from 
Heaven, ſaying : Re of good chear, Po- 
lycarp, ad play the Man, Many heard 
the voice, but none was ſeen to ſpeak, 
And after this, Polycarp being adviſed by 
the Procorſul to defie Chri, he ſaid , 86 
years have I been his Servant, and in all 
this time he hath wot ſo much as hurt me ; 
how thez can 1 [peak evil of my King and 
Soveraizn Lord who hath thus preſerved 
»7e, Being to be fixed to the Stake, he 
would not ; but ſaid, God who had 
given him ſtrength to ſuffer, would give 
him power to abide, and not ſtir in the 
mid{t of the fire. So he ſtood,« and 
thank'd God that he ſhould now become 
a Martyr ; and though the fire was kin- 
dled, yet could it not burn his Body, but 
the wind kept it off, and when the Per-

Laurence Sauzders, brought up at

william Cheſter ; but he not liking his 
Apprentiſhip,his Maſter gave him his In- 
dentures, perceiving his inclinations to 
Study; and being himſelf a good Man, he 
wrote Letters to his Mother and Friends 
(who were greatPerſons)about it:where- 
by he went again to King's Colledze, and 


after ſeveral years was a Miniſter in Ze#- 
j ceſter- 
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cefterſbire, and then in Zoxdon till Queen 
Mary's dayes,when he had two Livings, 
not being permitted to lay down either 
of them by reaſon of the troubles , and 
as well as he could he Preached at both, 
though at length at Zoxdoz he going to 
Preach was diflwaded for fear of dan- 
ger, but he would not ceaſe: and 
Preaching , he did (as he often had) 
ſpeak againſt Popiſh Tenets, for which 
he was examined by Biſhop Boxxer, and 
Gardiner ; and- at laſt impriſoned, he 
prayed much ; and 1n all ſpiritual af- 
faults, he prayed and found preſent re- 
lief ; and he ſaid, while Biſhop Gard;- 
aer examined him, he found a great con- 
ſolation in ſpirit, and allo in body he 
received a certain taſte of the Commu- 
nion of Saints, whilſt a pleaſant re- 
freſhing iſſued from all parts of his bo- 
dy to his heart , and thence did ebb and 
flow to and fro.

He received the Go- 
ſpel at 3o years of age, and was very 
charitable to rhe poor, and ſo zealous in 
prayer that he ſeem'd to forget himſelt, 
and neither to hear nor ſee thoſe that 
ſtood by him, till he was lift up by the 
arms. So patient was he of private in- 
juries, that he would not ſpeak again to 
revilers, infomuch that they ſaid he had 
a dumb devil;though 1n the caule of Re- 
ligion he had words and Scripture e- 
nough. When tidings came to him of 
the Sentence againſt him, he gave hearty 
thanks to God that the hour was come 
that he might glorihe the Lord , and at 
the place of burning, when the Hang- 
man would have ſtrangled him firlt, he & 
would not let him, ſaying, There 3 


was no need that his pain ſhould be mt- 
tigated, For, ſaid he, 7 fear not the 
Fire, And lifting up his eyes in the 
middle of the flames, he died.

the Nobles, and all of the Seed of D4- : 
vid: He intending to deſtroy all of the 
Seed of David, left Chrift ſhould come 
and caſt him out of his Empire: And _3 
ſending for two Nephews of Fade, the 
Brother of Chriſt, who werethen alive , 
and demanding of them concerning

leſs for his victory, than for the prefer- 
vation of himſelt ; and allo ordered that 
their Acculers ſhould be burned alive, 
Vol. 1.þ.
